2. EUROPE BULLETIN SAID EBERLE WAS ABLE TO REASSURE 
EUROPEANS CONCERNING THEIR ANXIETY OVER POSSIBLE 
DEFLATIONARY EFFECTS OF THE PRESIDENT'S PACKAGE BY POINTING 
OUT THAT THE BUDGET "WHILE BEING THE OBJECT
